Dean - Combs square 
off in Lee debate 


IN^ichael Dean and Heather Combs 
share many views on the duties of a circuit 
judge, but some differences were apparent 
in a debate Friday night at Happy Top. 

Dean, who is the master commissioner 
and a private attorney in Estill County, 
said that criminal defendants would take 
“sweetheart deals” if they know they are 
not going to jail. He had just said that over 
90 percent of criminal indictments in Estill 
County are resolved by plea deals. 

His opponent, Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Heather Combs, bristled in response, 
and said, “I don’t think we have any 
sweetheart deals.” 

She said that before a plea agreement is made, she makes sure that the victim 
is satisfied, and that the police officer approves the deal. 

Combs and Dean are vying for the circuit judgeship that encompasses Lee, 

Estill and Owsley counties. It is being vacated 
by Judge Tom Jones who decided not to seek 
re-election. 

Asked about security at the three court¬ 
houses, both candidates said they would like 
to see metal detectors installed. 

Dean said that Combs had no experience 
in civil law, while he had practiced both 
criminal and civil matters. 

Combs said that was not true, that she had 
dealt with family issues in court. 

She said that she had much more criminal 
experience than Dean, having been a prosecu¬ 
tor for 18 years.

Three people want to be Lee County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive. The incumbent is Republican Steve Mays. 
He is opposed by Democrat Douglas Brandenburg 
and Independent Chuck Caudill, Jr. 

Incumbent Lee County Clerk Kim Noe faces 
opposition from Democrat Sandy Howell Lump¬ 
kins. 

Lee County Sheriff Wendell “Bug” Childers is 
being challenged by Democrat Jacob McCoy. 

Magisterial District 1 has incumbent Tim Bran¬ 
denburg facing opposition from Joe Durbin. 

District 2 has relatives facing off, incumbent Ev¬ 
erett Marshall and his double first cousin Tommy 
Marshall.

Dean said he had practiced criminal law in both state and federal courts. 

The debate between Combs and Dean was the only one during the night 
sponsored by The Beattyville Enterprise. 

Chuck Caudill, an independent running for Lee County Judge/Executive, 
was the only candidate in that race to make an appearance. 

Jacob McCoy, who is seek¬ 
ing the position of Lee County 
Sheriff, was the only one of the 
two candidates for that position 
to take part. 

Tommy Marshall, a candi¬ 
date for District 2 Magistrate, 
appeared and answered ques¬ 
tions.

contractors. He also wants jobs and contracts 
advertised. 

McCoy said he wants to be sheriff, “to 
help people.” 

As for experience, he pointed to his time 
working on the SORT Team (riot control) at 
Lee Adjustment Center. 

He said that people have told him they 
want a sheriff that will come when called. He 
will do that, he said. 

McCoy plans to finish his bachelor’s degree 
in December, and if elected, wants to get a 
master’s in criminal justice. 

Marshall said he is running for magistrate

Hear editor, 

My daddy was a coal miner in Harlan County, where I’m 
from. My brother was, too. 

I’ve been thinking about them lately with all these elec¬ 
tion ads on TV and in the mailbox talking about coal, coal 
jobs and some kind of war over coal. 

Most of those come from Mitch McConnell, of course. 

Looking at them, you’d think that coal was jumping up out 
of the ground and putting food on every table in east Ken¬ 
tucky until Obama came along and spoiled the party. 

That’s not how I remember it. Seems to me we’ve been 
losing coal jobs most years and under most presidents for 
a long time. Mitch went to Washington in 1984. Where was 
he when we lost more than 16,000 coal jobs under Ronald 
Reagan? Or nearly 5,000 under George H.W. Bush? (I got 
these figures from the Kentucky state government’s Energy 
and Environment Cabinet.) In fact, Kentucky’s lost about 
two-thirds of its coal jobs since Mitch McConnell has been 
in office.

Do you think the minimum 
wage should be raised? Al¬ 
most everyone that I ask here 
in Eastern Kentucky believes 
that it should be raised. Ali¬ 
son Lundergan Grimes, the 
Democratic candidate for the 
United States Senate, agrees. 
If elected, she will vote for 
an increase in the minimum 
wage, from $7.25 to $10.10 
per hour, over a three year 
period. 

Many of our fast food 
workers and employees at 
Wal-Mart and convenience 
stores make the minimum 
wage. That makes most 
of them eligible for Food 
Stamps, Medicaid, and many 
other benefits at the expense 
of the government. So we, 
the taxpayer, are subsidiz¬ 


ing the pay of workers at 
McDonald’s and Wal-Mart. 
The free enterprise system is 
not so free, after all. 

McDonald’s made a profit 
of $4.9 billion last year, and 
Wal-Mart’s profit for the 
same period was $17 billion. 
Wal-Mart’s Chief Executive 
Officer made $26.5 million 
last year, according to Ar¬ 
kansas Business on April 23, 
2014. That’s $26,500,000 in 
one year. McDonald’s CEO 
made $8.75 million in 2011. 
His package of benefits also 
included free financial coun¬ 
seling. Gee, who needs the 
financial counseling more, 
someone who makes over $8 
million per year, or someone 
who makes $12,000 per 
year? McDonald’s and many 
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other minimum wage em¬ 
ployers spend tons of money 
on lobbyists to oppose a raise 
in the minimum wage at both 
the federal and state levels. 
Couldn’t they have paid some 
of this profit, CEO pay, and 
lobbying expense to their 
employees to make them 
slightly more comfortable? 

Increasing the minimum 
wage usually has a positive 
ripple effect in communities. 
When an increase is paid 
to low-wage workers, they 
tend to stay put and spend 
it in their home communi¬ 
ties. This benefits everyone. 
Those who make just a little 
more than minimum wage 
are usually given an increase, 
too. 

Many people think that 
employees will be laid off if 
the minimum wage is raised. 
But the opposite has been 
true in 2014. The 13 states 
that have raised their mini¬ 
mum wages during 2014 are 
averaging faster job growth 
than the other states, on 
average. According to Fox 
News Politics online in a 
report dated July 19, 2014, 
the number of jobs in the 
13 states with an increase in 
minimum wages grew 0.85% 
as opposed to only 0.61% in 
the other 37 states. Raising 
the minimum wage here in 
Eastern Kentucky will grow 
jobs. 

Some people are con¬ 
cerned that an increase in 
the minimum wage will raise 
the cost of a hamburger at 
McDonald’s or other prod¬ 
ucts sold at these restaurants 
and shops. Would any of 
these consumers skip the 
hamburger if it cost an extra 
dime? Would they skip a 
meal or lose weight because 
of the increase? I don’t think 
so. They may pay a higher 
price anyway if the CEO gets 
a million dollar bonus.

School safety/bullying conference Nov. 10-11 


Leading authorities on 
active school threats and bul¬ 
lying will provide tuition-free 
training Nov. 10-11 at The 
Center for Rural Develop¬ 
ment in Somerset 

Nationally recognized 
experts on school safety and 
representatives from the law 
enforcement community are 
providing tuition-free train¬ 
ing on how to prepare and re¬ 
spond to active school threats 
and stand up against bullying 
at a statewide conference on 
Nov. 10-11 at The Center for 
Rural Development. 

The Center, a nonprofit 
organization based in Som¬ 
erset, KY, and home of the 
National Law Enforcement 
and Corrections Technology 
Center (NLECTC) Small, 
Rural, Tribal and Border 
Regional Center, has been 
selected as the host site for 
the Kentucky Regional Con¬ 
ference on School Safety and 
Bullying. 

Officials from the School 
Safety Advisory Council 


(SSAC), a recognized leader 
in school safety based ser¬ 
vices and training, will join 
leading law enforcement 
authorities from around the 
country to discuss school 
safety issues. 

“We are excited to be 
able to host training of this 
caliber at The Center,” said 
Danny Ball, director of the 
NLECTC Small, Rural, Tribal 
and Border Regional Center, 
which provides resources 
and training for the nation’s 
small and rural law enforce¬ 
ment agencies. “The safety of 
our children and the people 
that teach them is paramount 
and to have nationally rec¬ 
ognized speakers share their 
expertise is priceless.” 

The conference will pro¬ 
vide training in emergency 
management and effective 
lockdowns in the event of 
an active shooting incident; 
preparing and responding 
to active school shooters; 
what every educator and law 
enforcement officer should 


know about bullying; and 
cyber-bullying and social 
media threats to schools and 
children. 

“School districts and law 
enforcement agencies are in 
desperate need of emergency 
management and anti-bul¬ 
lying training nationwide,” 
said SSAC president Sean 
Burke, who will lead a dis¬ 
cussion on school bullying.

So many pretty girls I can’t 
count ’em, 

Hey, ho, diddle-um day. 


Mr. B. said that when folk 
songs or stories were passed 
down from generation to 
generation, people would 
change the words a little. I 
decided to change the song 
to Sourwoody Mountain. 
You should have seen Chloe 
and me dancing a jig, as Mr. 
B. called it, while he kept 
strumming. “Now let me see 
you pups clog.” 

“Clog? Is that like the 
moon walk or the electric 
slide?” I asked. 

“Not quite,” Mr. B. said, 
laughing. “Clogging is the 
official dance of the state of 
Kentucky. You use the heel 
or toe of your shoe to make a 
percussive sound on the floor 
to the downbeat of the music. 
Make sure you keep your 
knees loose. Can you guess 
where clogging originated?” 
“ Apple-at-cha?: I asked, 
being careful to pronounce 
it correctly. 

“You got it!” 

“Do you know how to clog, 
Mr. B.?” Chloe asked. 

“I reckon so. Clogging is 
a folk dance. Like so many 
other things, clogging has 
been passed down through 
generations. My granny won 
second place in a national 
clogging competition back 
many a year ago. I never will 


forget when my Pa taught 
me to clog. Once I got older, 
I loved going to the lunchbox 
social and bidding on the 
prettiest girl’s basket. Then 
we would eat our lunch 
together, listen to music and 
clog.” 

I didn’t know why Mr. B. 
was wasting his time talking 
about girls when we could 
talk about clogging. Wanting 
to make the drumlike sounds 
on the floor while I clogged, 
I found my heaviest four 
shoes and put them on. 
Unfortunately, my heaviest 
shoes were my snow boots. 
Even with them on, I couldn’t 
seem to get the beat. 

“One of the keys to clogging, 
Woody, is to listen to the 
music,” Mr. B. explained. 
“Otherwise, you won’t hear 
the downbeat of the song, so 
use those ears of yours and 
listen carefully.” 

There was that listening 
word again. I did my best to 
listen. Mr. B. started singing 
another mountain song called 
Cripple Creek. Chloe seemed 
to pick up clogging easily. 
Maybe it was my shoes. They 
didn’t have the correct heel to 
make that drum sound. 

As they continued to sing 
and clog, I went downstairs to 
Mom’s closet. I searched but 


couldn’t find four shoes that 
were alike. I finally decided 
on four different high-heeled 
shoes, hoping the different 
heights of the heels would 
make the clogging sound 
stronger. 

Though it was difficult to 
walk back upstairs in four 
different high heels, it was 
worth it. I began kicking my 
heels to the beat of the music 
and stomping my feet so loud 
it sounded like airplanes 
flying over our house.

Grimes’ opponent, Mitch 
McConnell, opposes increas¬ 
ing the minimum wage. He 
has voted against an increase 
17 times in the 30 years he 
has been in the senate. He 
hopes to be the Majority 
Leader of the Senate, and, as 
such, has promised to keep 
the issue from even coming 
up for a vote.

1 
John 3:17-18 (NIV) Are we 
not supposed to be Christian 
brothers and sisters with the 
person who serves our food at 
McDonald’s? We are blessed 
to live in a democracy, where 
our vote can influence our 
government to treat these 
employees with more respect 
than their corporate employ¬ 
ers do.

Incumbent Leonard 
Carl Ross is challenged by 
Donnie Tutt in District 3. 

The District 1 constable 
race is between David Lutes 
and Ewan Thompson. 

District 2 has long-time 
incumbent Glen Creech and 
Donnie Darrell Whitley. 

District 3 incumbent 
Jonathan Ray Shuler faces 
a challenge from a write-in 
candidate, George Ratliff. 

Seven people are vy¬ 
ing for the six seats on the 
Beattyville City Council. As 
they appear on the ballot, 
the candidates are: Tyler 
Phillips, Teresa Coomer 
Mays, Jonathan Allen, Sam 
Cockerham, Charlotte Ho¬ 
gan, Mitch Cornelius and 
Stephen Begley. 

There are two Court of 
Appeals races open for local 
voters, who get to select one 
candidate in each division. 


The Multi-County Recre¬ 
ation Board, with support 
from the fiscal courts of 
Lee, Estill, Powell and Wolfe 
counties, signed a six-year 
lease agreement with an op¬ 
tion to purchase 2,423 acres 
for an off-road adventure 
park. 

The property, in the Leeco 
area, touches all four coun¬ 
ties. Each county has agreed 
to split the yearly lease cost 
of $74,000 per year, mak¬

adding ATV, OHV, horseback 
and mountain biking trails. 

The board, which is the 
first of its kind in the state, 
will operate the park. 

A similar park in Harlan 
County is reported to have 
made $152,300 in permit 
sales alone the first year of 
its operation. Souvenir sales 
were an additional $44,000. 

Regular scheduled meet¬ 
ings of the board are held 
the third Wednesday of each 
month starting at 6:30 p. m.

house. The meetings are open 
to the public. 


Donna Evans is not satis¬ 
fied. Following an article in 
the October 9 Enterprise, 
Evans talked with county of¬ 
ficials about what might be 
done to alleviate the gravel 
dust that permeates the air 
around her Bald Rock Road 
home. 

Speaking Monday, she 
said that coal patch might 
be an option to cut down on 
the dust. She says that she 
has been told that with only 
two homes on the road that 
blacktop is not financially 
justified. 

However, she said she has 
driven around the county 
and found several blacktop 
roads with just three or four 
homes on them. 

Also, she says that an¬ 
other home is close by, and 
is also affected by the gravel 
dust. 

Evans says the county 
could save money by black¬ 
topping her road instead of 
continually putting gravel 
down. 

She says the road is heav¬ 
ily traveled, and would like 
a traffic count performed. 
However, she said the coun¬ 


ty has told her it does not pos¬ 
ses a traffic counter. 

Typically, she says, there 
are 200 to 300 vehicles using 
the road, some at relatively 
high speeds. 

Most of the vehicles, Evans 
says, are those of rock climb¬ 
ers. 

“I don’t feel it’s the taxpay¬ 
ers sole responsibility to foot 
the bill for the upkeep of this 
road,” Evans says when the 
rock climbers are the ones 
who use it the most. 

“The county should look to 
the Red River Gorge Climbing 
Association to help pay,” she 
said. Oil companies on down 
the road have to pay for their 
own gravel, she noted. 

Evans says her 19-month- 
old grandchild has allergies, 
and cannot be outside when 
she visits. 

“I think Lee County needs 
an oversight to decide where 
blacktop should be used,” 
Evans said. “We shouldn’t be 
concerned about misuse.” 

Lee County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive Steve Mays said in the 
October 9 article that the 
county does not have money 
for blacktop at this time.

Judge candidates pander to voters 


Candidates for positions 
as judges are not supposed to 
advertise their stances on issues 
that might come before them. 

It was, then, surprising to 
read on a mailer from Debra 
Hembree Lambert the com¬ 
ment, “I am pro-life and have 
been recommended by the KY 
Right to Life organization. I 
am a serious minded, consti¬ 
tutional conservative and will 


work full time for the citizens 
of Kentucky.” 

The Enterprise contacted the 
Judicial Campaign Committee 
in Frankfort, which referred the 
call to the Judicial Ethics Com¬ 
mittee in Lexington. A person 
there said no comment could 
be made to a private citizen or 
newspaper - only the judge in 
question could ask a question 
about what is appropriate. 


Lambert, who is a former 
Family Court judge, is run¬ 
ning against Judge Michael 
Caperton for the seat he now 
holds on the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals. 

When contacted, Caperton 
said that his mailers also state 
that he is pro-life. He said that 
judicial candidates started say¬ 
ing that in 2006 . 

Asked about case law, which 


makes abortion legal, Caperton 
said that judges must follow the 
law, no matter what their personal 
opinion might be. 

Asked if saying that a can¬ 
didate, then, is pro-life is not 
pandering to voters, Caperton 
said yes. 

“That’s a personal issue that 
has no effect,” he said.

A 
crooked smile crossed his 
face, crooked teeth dividing 
the points of his nose and 
chin. His voice was hard and 
cold. “Veil is my favorite” he 
said bending at the waist to 
stare me right in the eyes.

But not nearly 
as tasty as little boys on a full 
moon night.” 

My hand trembled slightly 
but my knees held firm and I 
returned his stare.

The Day the Martians Landed!

In 1938, the radio usually 
found in the living rooms of 
Beattyville, served not only 
as a piece of furniture, but 
as the outside link to the rest 
of the world. On the lighter 
side, the family could listen to 
the antics of “Feeber McGee 
and Molly,” a program which 
aired from 1935-1956, or to 
Edgar Bergen and his sidekick, 
Charlie McCarty. The country 
had suffered greatly from the 
effects of the Great Depression 
in 1929, and the Fireside Chats 
offered by President Frank¬ 
lin Delano Roosevelt offered 
words of economic encour¬ 
agement. Early in the 1930’s 
the world had learned of the 
kidnapping of the infant son 
of Charles A. Lindbergh and 
the desperate attempt to locate 
him and bring those respon¬ 
sible to justice! The radio gave 
a play by play description of 
the arrival of the German air¬ 
ship, the Hindenburg, and its 
catching on fire as it attempted 
to dock on its mooring line at 
Lakehurst, New Jersey. This 
magnificent ship burst into 
flames and claimed the lives 
of 36 people. The radio an¬ 
nouncer was so shaken by the 
sight of this tragedy that he 
had to regain his composure 
before continuing. 

Still weary from the ef¬ 
fects of World War I on Wolfe 
County, the radio broadcast 
the voice of Adolph Hitler, as 
he told the world that Ger¬ 
many needed to have more 
living space. This space would 
come at the expense of the rest 
of the world. 

At precisely 8:00 p.m. on 
October 30,1938, the Mercury 
Theater of the Air started its 
radio broadcast of the H. 
G. Welles radio adaptation 
of his book “The War of the 
Worlds.” It was announced 
that there was no Martian in¬ 
vasion, no danger to anyone, 



but this program was made in 
observance of Halloween. The 
program started with classical 
music. Suddenly, the dance 
program was interrupted with 
the announcement by Profes¬ 
sor Phillips concerning the 
unusual gaseous eruptions 
on the surface of Mars. The 
professor stated that he would 
bring news of any other further 
developments. 

To put these broadcast 
interruptions into the correct 
perspective, the “so called” 
eruptions were actually the 
launching of Martian rocket 
ships that eventually landed 
in Grover’s Mill, New Jersey. 
Unfortunately, the listening 
audience was not getting the 
true picture. If they had missed 
the first few minutes of the 
broadcast that indicated that 
there was no Martian invasion, 
what they were hearing could 
be plausible. They felt that this 
invasion was real. Hundreds 
even gathered at Grover’s Mill 
to see the Martians first hand, 
but in actuality they saw noth¬ 
ing. The broadcast became so 
realistic that the listener could 
hear the end of the spaceships 
opening and the first Martians 
emerge. Unfortunately, these 
Martians were not friendly! 
These aliens killed the onlook¬ 
ers and all the militia that had 
arrived to protect the country. 
The aliens soon entered their 
spacecraft and began construc¬ 
tion of a tripod-like structure, 
complete with a “death ray!” 
The aircraft which had arrived 
could not defeat them. In fact, 
one tried to destroy the tripod 
by actually diving on it. By this 


time, listeners were evacuat¬ 
ing the cities and soon the 
roads were totally jammed. 
Chaos ensued. The announcer 
mentioned that there was a 
black gas emanating from 
the area. Very quickly those 
listening to the broadcast 
could actually “smell” the gas 
and attempt to cover their 
noses with handkerchiefs or 
whatever they thought could 
protect them. It is important 
to note that the announcer, 
Orson Welles, or the cast 
involved in this production 
were totally unaware that 
their audience felt that there 
had indeed been a Martian 
invasion. Five of the “death 
ray” tripods were spotted in 
the Hudson River and were 
using their “death rays” to 
evaporate everything. Under¬ 
standably, the switchboard of 
the Columbia Broadcasting 
System was suddenly ablaze 
with callers trying to get an 
update on the locations of the 
tripods, other landings, and 
any other pertinent informa¬ 
tion concerning how they 
could escape death. These 
overwhelmed operators told 
them that there had been no 
invasion, that the program 
was broadcast in observance 
of Halloween. 

After the broadcast, there 
were many who felt that Or¬ 
son Welles should be held 
culpable for the panic he had 
caused by this broadcast. 
However, he emphatically 
stated that the public was in¬ 
formed several times that this 
was a broadcast play based on 
the H. G. Welles’ book. 

Seventy-six years have 
passed since that broad¬ 
cast on the 1938 Halloween 
Eve. If interested, the entire 
broadcast can be heard on 
www.youtube.com .
